In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby re- 
quested to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of 
Glenburn in said County of Penobscot qualified by law to 
vote in town affairs to meet at the Town Hall in said Town 
of Glenburn on Saturday, the 19th day of March, A. D.

INSTRUCTION 


Mrs. Gladys Burr is the regular teacher for Grade 1. Mrs. 
Ruth Cookson has been substituting in this grade from time 
to time during Mrs. Burr’s iliness. Mrs. Ethel Nichols re- 
tired at the end of the 1958-59 school year. Mrs. Mittie 
Stevens taught this 2nd and 3rd grade group until January 
1960 when Mrs. Rena Lambert was engaged to complete 
the year with this class. This move made it possible to have 
Mrs. Stevens teach the 6th grade in a room opened in the 
new fire station. The 6th grade pupils from West Glenburn 
were also conveyed to this room. By having the West Glen- 
burn 5th grade brought to the town hall two grades were 
eliminated at West Glenburn. You will note that you now 
have two grades, the lst and 6th, each large enough for 
one teacher. The 2nd and 8rd grade building is overcrowded 
and next year another room will probably be needed.

The vote of 96 to 7 in favor of joining the proposed district 
shows that the people of Glenburn are well aware of their 
school problems and are willing to work them out under the 
laws of the state. Misinformation, ignorance, apathy, and 
selfish interest make the formation of some districts a slow 
process, but I’m sure that as the people of Maine study 
district reorganization that eventually all of Maine will 
benefit by the formation of these districts. Unfortunately 
many towns are in desperate straits but haven’t recognized 
the fact yet. The children are the losers. 


CONCLUSION 


It has been a privilege to have been your superintendent 
for the past 314 years and I’ll always have a spot in my 
heart for the towns and people in Union #83. Continue 
your efforts toward better schools.
